WOMEN ASJJENTISTS. 

Ram. Who ll»v. Slid. Mon.r and Won 
Fame In th. rrofa.alon. 

Women in dontlstry as yet aro pio- 
neers, only a few huving ontercd tho 
profession. Tho first woman to gradu* 
nto was a Gorman, who entered tho 
Cincinnati College of Dontlstry. Sho 
was followod by Henrietta Horschtlold, 
of Berlin. The Crown I'riuuoss of Ger- 
many, since Empress Vlotoria. has al- 
ways encouraged woraon In trying to 
get out of tho narrow limits in whioh 
thoy have been held. In 1869 Frau- 
lein Uorschflold, upon her return to 
Germany, was so fortunate as to enjoy 
royal patronage, this at onco bringing 
her into prominence. Slnoe that time 



several others from (iermnuy anil En- 
gland havo come to our country, and 
upon their graduation have returned 
to practice In their native lands. 

It Is aald that the most successful 
dentist lu Loudon ut present is a Her- 
man baroness, who Is the moat clcvor 
tooth extractor In England. That is 
her branch of the business, and she la 
called a "Jeutal surgeon." The other 
dentists send their patients to her whon 
extreme measures have to be resorted 
to. There uro live ladle, practicing 
auecessfully in Now York City, also 
■« vera] In Chicago. Minneapolis, and 
Detroit. Tho only hidy who has over 
occupied n professor' • chair In the pro- 
lesstonul department of the University 
of Michigan has boon ft lady dentist. 
Dr. Mnriruot Humphry. She was for 
several years assistant deiiionstrnlor to 
Dr. Wntllng. and delivered the eourno 
of statural on materia misllea. Sho 
resigned to take upon horoolf tho sup- 
posed less arduous bisk of lecturing to 
cue Instead of many. Sho was ulso 
treasurer of tho dental department, 
and one of tho offlcirs of thoJStato Den- 
tal S i 'ietv. She w.n followo I by Dr. 
Elsie Ilallock, who II He J tho position 
ably until she, too. rodgnel for the 
•ame reason. Tho Ann Ar.'ior Dental 
College receives women gludly, nnd the 
male students treat them with the 
greatest re. pvt. oven tho medical 
students seeming to think women are 
] lu their "sphere" in dentistry. 

Among the Ifl.OJO .1 initial ■ In the 
United States only sixty are women, 1 
would urge upon all women who nro 
oontemplatlng the study of dentistry 
the necessity of choosing that school 
having tho longest course of study. 1 
would have them rocognlr.e the fact 
that dentistry I. not only an art but 
also a science. Too many seem to for- 
get Hint aelencu means certain knowl- 
edge. 

Wo have often been asked how we 
like dentistry, and la reply we would 
sny that a great many women prefer to 
come to us. and wo are, we helleve, 
peculiarly successful with children be- 
cause we understand belter huw to 
lnntmiro them. Wo like the profession

and believe the time Is not far 
when women will cease to lie regarded 
hy the masses as out of her sphere in 
the practice ul dentistry. -Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

I think it reveals an affaire 
de occur on tho part of tho 'Father of 
his Country' (for it Is not said he was 
the father of any thing or anybody 

.else) not heretofore known. Washing- 
ton, at tho time this letter was written, 
was some twenty years and throe 
months old, and la represented by all 

| historians and biographers as a qulot, 
dlgnilled, bashful and reticent young 

1 man; but, ntas! it soems in that, as in 
this dny, that particular kind of young 
men always did tho most courting."

HOW SOVEREIGNS DINE. 

Tbm naSStl Preferred hy Some of the 

Uorid*. 0reat Ifeaareeia, 
neglnalng with tho offshoots of royal 
hottses, It mny ho mentioned that the 
Due d'Aumrilu has a French cuisine— 
onion soup for luncheon nnd hocsohold 
bread; the only luxury admitted is 
cheese majo of the finest cream. With 
tho Comic de Paris tho cuisine is 
English and bourgeoisie, so M. licnigno 
says, though thu 00 -torn of taking soup 
for bronkfnst issurely not English. In 
tho morning ho uses English, in tho 
evening French plate, nnd bis favorite 
wine is Asli. In Italy tho court dines 
around a table covored with a magnifi- 
cent service in gold; It is tho only 
luxury; there are no llowers, and tho 
dishes of tho country are invariably 
•orved— above all thu frltto, composed 
of a foundation of nrtiehokes, liver, 
brrlns and cocks'-combs. Tho Empres. 
Victoria adheres to the old English 
fashion, but has used more milk ever 
silica the Hr.t symptoms of her hus- 
band's illness ap|H'nred. Sho Is fond of 
gravy, soups and pastries. At the Ger- 
man court the finest table Is that of tho 
Grand Duchess of iTuilcn; she has au 
excellent French cuisine nnd a Parisian 
chef. The cuisluc is rather too white, 
thinks the writer — there nro too many 
"quciuiliea" uud "coulls a la relne," 
but the wines are excellent and every 
thing exquisite. Tile Queen of Sweden 
hits a very templing table nnd bill of 
faro— soups, nltnost nlways milk "cat- 
tle," and beefsteak; one of her favorite 
dishes is compojod of_ balls of minee- 
meal cooked with oil and surrounded 
with a garnishing of ponchod eggs; 
then there is almost at each repast tho 
national plate, salmon preserved In 
earth. 

M. Itenlgnc cites (jueon Victoria as 
an oxamplo of sovereigns who live, 
comparatively speaking, mnro plainly 
than ordinary Individuals. Among tho 
other likings she bus learned In Scot- 
land Is one for the dish on which 8yd- 
noy Smith and his companions culti- 
vated the muses, but we never beforo 
liouril it called "line houillio d'avolue 
at do cronio porridge;" liowever It Is 
just possible that the phrase may con- 
voy tho right Idea to the French minds, 
though we should doubt It. Wo aro 
farther told that the Queen's favorite 
wine is pale sherry, which she drinks 
from a beautifully carved sllvor cup, 
inherited from Queen Anne. Tho 
royul dinner Is very complete. Tho 
table Is lighted Willi gold candelabra 
furnished with cnndles; orchids plneed 
In opergnes rise up to tho colling. Tho 
Queen eats a special brum], square, 
well cooked and of a maatlo color. 

Among tho beauties who did net out. 
ono may mention Mine. Kocntnlcr, 
whom very few jiooplo over saw at 
table. She ate alone, rapidly, nnd 
that she might not spoil the romance, 
scarcely ever accepted a dinner In 
town. If Bhe was forced to do so, sho 
camo late and took only somo slight 
delicacy under tho pretext of Illness, 
Oftoner she remained gantoe, and snt 
ut a little distance from tho table. It 
wns sold at the time that her stomachic 
regimen sprung from a belief on her 
part that sho did not look to advantage 
at the table. — London Globe.

Mr. Tingle Is vory enthusiastic over the 
country, and thinks that it is a trllle 
moro like tho Gnrden o( Eden thnn any 
place he has Bcon of lute years. "Whon 
you climb over the Kooky Mountains 
It 1b like getting over tho garden wall," 
he Bald, lu a burst of enthusiasm. "I 
am thoroughly convinced that it was 
on this spot Hint tho Deity Bmllod Ills 
swoetcst smile. Flowers bloom per- 
ennially In that Bunny land, and tho 
murmur of tho cowslips as thoy raise 
their heads lu the balmy air chimes In 
with singing of tho birds to form tho 
moat entrancing melodies. The bread- 
fruit trees grow luxuriantly lu Soattlo. 
and I dlacovorod ono variety on which 



grow rye bread with caraway seeds In 
It, such as is often imported uud used 
ou ff/ae tBTh counters of eur modern 
civill/.atlo!]. Flamingoes nnd other 
tropical birds are common then-, nnd 
lu the stream nliound purple mullet 
and goldfish. 1 caught somo of tho 
lattor, I have soen roses thero grow- 
ing on bushes ne largo as tho ink roll- 
ors of my late printing press, whilo tho 
rose leaves are so largo and sueculont 
that the citizens fry them and uso 
them for food. Attar of roses is a com- 
mon beverage, and tho entire commun- 
ity is very Bweet-scentcd by rensnn of 
this fai t. At Tacoma the entire picture 
is duplicated. Nature has not spared 
hor bounties there. I was shown Borne 
samples of wool that grew on the hy- 
drnulic rams. I am convinced that a 
fnclory for the manufacture of hy- 
draulic rams could do a pnying busi- 
ness at wool-growing. Cows are kept 
for their Is'of alone, for tho Ingen- 
ious citizen, havo reduced the culti- 
vation of the milk weed to such 
a high degree of perfection that 
they furnish all that is needed In the 
way of dairy products. Some of those 
milk weeds produce tho richost kind of 
cream, and ,is the warm breezes sway 
them to and fro, this creum soon turns 
to butter by tho gentle undulation. I 
think a newspaper could bo made to 
bring in a rich return to its ownor. 
Tho county printing thero Is vory fat. 
for It seems to keep ptu e with tho other 
native products. Carrier pigeons uro 
trained to visit merchants nnd solicit 
subscriptions nnd display advertise- 
ments, and they do this with an Intel- 
ligence that Is remarkable. Tho print- 
ing press could be run hy water power, 
and under that clear sky and healthy 
utmosphero I am convinced that tho 
ofllce bay would soon acquire tho habit 
of writing leading editorials and con- 
densed paragraphs. So the running 
expense, aro bound to lie light. It la 
possible Hint 1 am too conservative In 
my views, but I can not help saying 
that I wns favorably Impressed with 
tho entire country which I visited. '—

Tho House concurred in tho Senate 
diucudmuuts to tho bill amcudiiig the 
charter of Bethel College at Busscll- 
villo. 

Hou. Win. Wharton, of Trigg, who 
had Ix'cu absuut a month on account 
of sickness, resumed his scat in thj» 
House yesterday. 

On Saturday tho House pussed the 
Senate's bill, calling a Constitutional 
Convention, and it is now ready for 
tho Governor's signature. 

Tho Senate confirmod the uomina 
tions of S. C. Bull, N. J. Sawyer and 
W. S. Dehouey as Commissioners of 
tho Foeblo Minded Institute. 

Tho house has passed a bill to in 
cori»rato tho Grand Lodge of tho or 
dor of Adherents of tho Grand Mogul, 
and to orgauizo a mutual benefit so- 
cioty. 

The Senate has passed the Peter 
man hill requiring publishers of school 
books to enter into an eight year con- 
tract with tho State, stipulating that 
the prices charged for text I ..... U shall 
be those charged wholesale dealers. 

Tho Goneral Statutes Committee of 
the Senate, which has tho Thome 
Bill in hand is said to lie alxiut 
equally divided on the Bill. Petitions 
contiuuo to pour in from the tobacco 
districts against tho passage of tho 
Bill. 

Mr. Flannary introduced a bill to 
change the penalty for carrying con- 
cealed woapous. He proposes to aliol- 
ish the imprisonment part of tho pen- 
alty and to making tho fine fifty to 
one hundred dollars instead of twenty 
fivo to one hundred. 

The Legislature has passed aud the 
Governor has signed a bill abolishing 
the City Council of Covington. If 
tho Democrats of Hopkiusvillo had 
been disposed to resort to extreme 
measures, similar action might have 
been taken for Hopkiusvillo when the 
Ward bill was passed. 

The Committees on Internal Iiu- 
provomonts, Military Affairs aud Sink- 
ing Fund had the floor Friday and 
unloaded a large number of local bills. 
A bill was passed abolishing tempo- 
rarily the Sinking Fund, tho Sinking 
Fund money to tako tho ordinary 
course to the State Treasury. 

Mr. Blackerby introduced a bill to 
redistrict the Stato into eleven Con- 
gressional districts.

SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 

— It is proposed to attempt the dissi- 
pation of fog by olectrical diseases. 

—Tho largest quill toothpick mill In 
tho world is within a few milos oM'arls. 

—Thoro n,bout 100,000 barrels of cot- 
ton seed oil manufactured annually, 
two-thirds of which la cousumod In 
manufacturing lard. 

—About 2300 n. c., when Eraporor 
Yan gave tho ordor tor tho observation 
of tho meridian stars. Is thought to bo 
tho bo?lni)iii£ of Chinese astronomy. 

— Dr. Kruss, a celebrated chemist of 
Munich, has successfully decomposed 
cobalt and nickel— two substances 
which have hitherto boon cousldorod 
as olomeutary. 

— Ono of Maino's Interesting Indus- 
tries is utOruuvlllo, whore one concern 
makes twenty different kinds of log and 
board rule, and four different Caliper 
rules. Tho factory sends Its rules all 
over the world. 

— A thermographic, printing press, 
cnpnbto of turning off four hundred Im- 
pressions an hour from hot typo on 
wood) is a now French production. It 
is said to yield results oquul to litho- 
graphy. 

— About nine tenths of all tho clay 
pipes manufactured In tho United 
States aro mado In Brooklyn, N. Y.. 
where throo factorios aro located that 
turn out 15,000 gross annually. The 
clay comos from Woodbrldgo, N. J., 
and costs at tho factory fivo dollars per 
ton. 

— Two German experimenters havo 
discovered that there Is a heat-center 
located in tho brain. It is found at tho 
front and upper part of tho brain. 
When the hoat-contor Is Irritated in a 
rabbit, the temperature someilmos rises 
several degroos, and with wonderful 
quickness. 

— A process, callod tho Cooper pro- 
cess, of lining Iron plpos with gloss. 
Is reported, which Is said to havo stood 
tho severe test of having water passed 
through thorn at tho boiling point and 
immodlntely followed by water at a 
tcmporaturo of thirty-three degrees, 
and wlthont In any way cracking or 
dnmaglng the glass. If tho invention 
Should prove equal to such changes of 
temperature In ordinary service with- 
out Injury, it will bo found exceedingly 
valuable. 

— Investigation of (ire ruins show that 
porous terra colta bricks and blocks 
best resist lire, water and frost, next to 
these in the ordor of fire-rouisttug qual- 
ities being tho various concroleB, or 
somo of them, and burnod clay work. 
In tho best building work now dono, 
the Iron part is encased in porous term 
cottn, tile or brick work. In roof, floor 
and tllo construction; tho hollow tiles 
aro faced with vitreous tllo, slato or 
any goo] woathor-proof coating, or 
with a siuglu thickness of brick. En- 
cased In lire-proof materials, iron and 
stool framework Is clatraod to givo tho 
best results. 

— In tho Oallotaa forests, eloctrlo 
power has been adopted lor felling 
trees. In steam machlnory for felling 
trees the trunk issawod, but in this cose 
It is drilled. When tho wood Is of a 
soft nnture, tho drill has a swooping 
motion, and cuts Into tho trunk by 
moans of cutting odgos on Its sldos. 
Tho drill Is actuated by an electric 
motor mounted on a carriage, which Is 
brought up close to tho troo und 
shackled to It. The olectrical current 
is convoyed to tho motor by insulated 
leads, brought through tho forests from 
a gonorator placed In somo convenient 
elte. 

—The manufacture of what are 
termed veneered diamonds Is a nota- 
ble industry In Paris. The body of the 
gem Is of quartz or crystal. After be- 
ing cut Into a proper shape It Is put 
Into a galvanic battery which coats It 
with a liquid, tho lutter being mado of 
diamonds which aro too small to bo 
cut, and of tho clippings taken from 
diamonds during tho process of shap- 
ing thom. In this way all tho small 
particles of diamonds that heretofore 
hnvo boon regarded as compnratlvoly 
worthless can, by means of this In- 
genious process, bo mado of service to 
tho lewolor.

A rehearing of this case on the pe- 
tition of tbo appellant, anil niter a 
careful cousidurat iou of the views of 
counsel pnxu ntisl at the lost hearing, 
we ur» still of the opinion that tic 
judgment below was proiw, some 
iiictulioru of the Court liciug of the 
opinion that the direction totho Coun- 
ty Judge in S*s'. 2 of Art. 17, tien. 
Stal., under the title of Courts, requir- 
ing the Couuty Judge to associate 
Midi him the Justices of thu county 
in thu levy of tax and the issuing of 
bauds jxiyable by thu county, is not 
properly legislating on the subject of 
how thu vote of a county may bu cast 
uihjii such propositions- that neither 
tho title nor Uie subject matter cm- 
braces such h^rishttiuu.

New Free Delivery Law. 
Last year's busiuuss at thu Hop 
kinsvillo postotlice amounted to 
000. Under tho present law regulat- 
ing tho froo deti"ory of mails, had 
there boon $8,000 worth of stamps and 
postal cards sold wo would bo entitled 
to free delivery if our population had 
reached h.OOO by tho last census. 
According to the census of 1880 Hop 
kinsville only had 4,22!) ixjpulotion. 
A census taken by authority of thu 
Council iu 188,'. gavu us 5,780. It 
would probably provuau impossibility 
to get a more uusatisfactory count of 
uosos than this last uamed census. 
The contract was lot out to tho low- 
est bdder aud ho received tho 
enormous sum of $20 for his services: 
We do not remember tho longth of 
time taken up in this laborious under- 
taking, but it was throe weeks, or 
thereabouts. It was simply $20 
throwu away. No ouo can cornvtly 
take tho ceusus of tho city in less than 
two months. W hen the next U. S. 
iiMisus is tukeu, which will Ik> done 
this year, wo have no doubt that Hop 
kinsvillu's population will oxcood 
7,000 This would givo us the 
froo delivery, as wo will only be re- 
quired under thu now law (lending iu 
Congress to sell $7,000 worth of 
slumps. The now bill, it is bolioved 
by persons who are well posted at tho 
National Capitol, will become a law. 
The Decition at Last. 
As somi-uuthoritativoly foretold by 
tho Kkhtuckian somo weeks ago, thoro 
has liocn a second decision by tho 
Court of Appeals ou the Ohio Valley 
Itailroad case from this couuty, re- 
aHirniing Judge Grace's division and 
killing tho proiiosition voted ou. Tho 
facts are too familiar to our readers to 
need discussion at this timo. Both 
tho 0. V. aud tho C. & T. roadi wore 
voted aid in tho sum of $200,000 each, 
ou tho same day, Nov. 10, 1888, aud it 
transpires that tho law does not per- 
mit tw o propositions of the kind to bo 
voted on tho saino day and conse- 
quently both are nullified by tho de- 
cision, Tbo case having boon 
decided the same way once 
before, tho present decision 
is in no aonso a surprise. Tho case 
was ro-oponod for oral argument Jan. 
15, aud tho decision was not rendered 
until more than two months bad 
elapsed. This delay "lias greatly ir- 
ritated the people of Hopkiusvillo, 
who are impntiout to tako other steps 
looking to tho building of another 
railroad. Our moueyed men are get- 
ting stirred up aud auother road is 
going to bo built. This much is cer- 
tain . It la said the O. V., which has 
paid the expenses of the late appeal, 
will have another proposition at once 
before our people. If no satisfactory 
offer comes from that road, then the 
people will build their own road to 
somo point on the C. Sc O. They 
have tried twice and got left, but tho 
third timu must aud will bo tho charm.

The lit- 
erary and artistic quality of thoir work 
is graduated by a far higher standard 
than tho humorists uf the cake-of-soap- 
pall-of-wator variety over dreamed of. 
Thoy draw on human naturu for their 
Inspiration, and thoy seek for humor In 
tho actual life about us. In this growth 
and change lies tho promise of their 
performance II.
